30, having made the trip, stopping at Coronel, 
Chile, in fifty-two days, a new time record for 
the distance. The Zrestont which was built 
at Sparrow's Point U.S.A,, sailed from New 
York for San Francisco early this month and is 
due to arrive at San Francisco Sept. 20. The 
Lyra and Pleiades will run between. Puget 
sound, Vladivostock, ia Siberia, and ports in 
North China. The Lyra -made her first trip 
from Puget sound Aug. 5. The Boston Steam- 
ship Co. has taken steps toward acquiring the 
Boston Steamship Co., Incorporated, which 
company was granted a charter at the last 
session of the Massachusetts legislature.
